SHEDD-PORTER  MEMORIAL  LIBRARY 

Far  The  Year  Ending  Jan.  31,  1942 


As  jour  librarian  I  hereby  submit  my  third  amiual  report. 

This  year  our  main  project  in  the  library  has  been  in  ridding 
our  shelves  of  unused  and  ohl  books  of  fiction,  thereby  making- 
room  for  the  constant  addition  of  new  books.  These  older  ones 
which  are  suitable  will  now  be  used  in  the  Victory  Book  Campaign. 
They  will  be  sent  to  our  soldiers. 

"We  have  a  picture  file  started  which  should  be  of  great  value 
to  the  school. 

The  walls  and  ceiling  were  done  over  in  the  basement  and  a 
new  ventilating  system  installed  which  makes  the  library  cooler 
in  summer  and  warmer  in  winter.  The  basement  is  being  used  as 
a  defense  center.  A  telephone  has  been  installed. 

Story  hour  has  been  held  each  Saturday  morning  from  10 :30 
to  11 :30  in  charge  of  Miss  Betty  Mack  who  has  done  a  very  fine 
piece  of  work  in  entertaining  between  ten  and  fifteen  children 
each  Saturday.  The  story  hour  began  the  first  of  December  and 
will  continue  till  the  first  of  March. 

The  school  has  used  the  Library  more  this  year  than  previously 
which  leads  me  to  believe  that  people  are  beginning  to  realize  how- 
very  fortunate  we  are  in  Alstead  to  have  such  a  well  equipped 
Library. 

The  Library  now  has  book  marks.  If  you  don't  have  one,  ask 
for  it. 

The  circulation  this  year  is  less.  I  feel  that  the  reason  must 
be  the  added  interest  in  defense  work  and  the  Red  Cross.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Scliool  Board  and  Citizens  of  Alstead : 

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  as  Superintendent  of 
Schools ; 

OKCtAMZATION  axd  e.vrollment 

Mrs.  Alice  Moore  returned  to  the  teaching  staff  as  supervisor 
of  music  to  fill  tlie  vacancy  caused  ))y  the  resignation  of  Miss 
Evelyn  Brinton. 

Shortly  after  the  opening  of  school  for  the  fall  term.  Head- 
master Paul  Fenton  received  a  call  to  serve  the  government  for 
the  remainder  of  the  school  year  as  a  state  supervisor  for  the  out- 
of -school  youth  defense  training  program.  The  school  board  granted 
Mr.  Fenton  a  leave  of  absence  until  July  1,  to  permit  him  to  accept 
this  assignment.  Sub-master  Daniel  jMetcalf  was  appointed  to 
serve  as  acting-headmaster  during  Mr.  Fenton's  absence.  Donald 
Taylor,  a  graduate  of  tlie  University  of  New  Hampshire,  was  elect- 
ed to  teach  the  courses  in  agriculture. 

Although  the  loss  of  Mr.  Fenton  from  the  school  and  commu- 
nity for  this  period  is  very  much  regretted,  it  must  l)e  regarded  as 
a  necessary  sacrifice  in  the  cause  of  national  defense. 

Alstead  was  fortunate  in  having  a  teacher  on  its  staff  fully 
qualified  by  personality,  education,  and  experience  to  assume  full 
responsibility  as  headma-ster.  JNIr.  Metcalf  has  completed  work  for 
the  advanced  degree  of  Master  of  Education,  has  taken  all  the 
educational  courses  required  to  qualify  for  the  headmastership, 
and  has  sixteen  years  of  experience  in  secondary  school  teaching. 

]Mr.  Taylor  tauglit  in  the  Higii  school  at  Fairfield,  Maine 
after  completing  the  teacher-training  course  in  agriculture  at  the 
University  of  New  Hampshire. 

No  reorganization  in  the  assignment  of  courvses  and  sponsor- 
ship of  school  activities  was  necessitated  by  this  change  in  organi- 
zation. 
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In  the  assignment  of  preference  ratings,  scliools  have  been 
classified  as  a  necessary  productive  agency.  This  recognition  is 
given  to  facilitate  the  process  of  procuring  equipment  and  supplies 
which  are  necessary  for  their  maintenance.  Tims  is  emphasized 
the  importance  which  education  has  in  the  program  for  the  defense 
of  the  principles  of  democracy. 

The  present  emergency  places  on  our  schools  a  two-fold  respon- 
sibility; namely: — 

1.  The  general  education  and  training  of  pupils  to  produce 
intellegent  and  helpful  members  of  American  society. 

2.  The  development  of  attitudes  toward  democracy  and  the 
attainment  of  the  basic  knowledge  and  skills  necessary  for  the 
realization  of  our  immediate  objectives. 

The  democratic  pattern  for  education  provides  that  mental 
and  emotional  attitudes  shall  be  well  balanced  and  shaped  by  in- 
tellectual understanding.  Tlie  responsibility  of  our  schools  should 
be  extended  to  serve  adults  as  well  as  the  younger  pupils.  It  is 
recognized  that  the  public  schools  must  assume  some  responsibility 
for  the  thought  and  well  being  of  all  people  capable  of  profiting 
from  instruction — either  academic  or  practical.  The  democratic 
principles  of  freedom  of  thought  and  action  may  be  safely  entrusted 
to  a  generation  of  people  who  are  prepared  in  our  scliools  for  this 
responsibility. 

Care  must  be  exercised  that  the  long  range  program  of  our 
schools  shall  not  suffer  from  the  pressure  of  other  important  ob- 
jectives demanding  immediate  attention  and  support.  Competition 
from  expanded  industrial  defense  preparations  has  already  caused 
a  scarcity  of  qualified  teachers.  The  larger  towns  and  cities  will 
undoubtedly  seek  to  maintain  their  school  standards  by  looking  to 
the  districts  which  are  on  a.  low  salary  schedule  for  candidates  to 
fill  their  vacancies.  Other  school  costs  are  advancing  and  are 
bound  to  increase  still  more.  Some  of  this  increase  may 
be  offset  by  practicing  measures  of  strict  leconomy  when 
consistent  with  efficiency.  Although  certain  temporary  adjustments 
in  the  use  of  instructional  materials  will  be  compelled  by  the 
present  emergency,  no  retrenchment  in  our  general  educational 
program  should  be  made  as  a  result  of  misguidance  in  measures 
designed  to  effect  economv.  Your  children  are  entitled  to  the  best 
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instruction  that  modern  education  can  provide  within  the  range  of 
local  facilities  and  reasonable  financial  support.  The  welfare  of 
each  local  community  and  the  future  of  our  country  depend  upon 
the  attitudes  developed  in  well  organized  and  supported  pul)lic 
schools. 

This  year  the  facilities  of  the  farm  shop  are  again  being  used 
in  cooperation  with  the  government's  plan  for  national  defense 
training.  A  group  of  young  men  between  the  ages  of  16  and  25  has 
been  enrolled  in  a  class  in  metal  work  including  welding,  temper- 
ing, drilling,  and  sliaping  of  metal  and  machinery  repair.  The 
course  extends  over  an  eight  week  period  and  meets  five  nights  each 
week  for  a  total  of  120  hours.  A  practical  machinist  has  been  en- 
gaged as  instructor.  The  course  is  being  conducted  without  expense 
to  the  district. 

At  the  conclusion  of  this  course  it  is  hoped  that  sufficient  in- 
terest will  be  manifested  by  the  farmers  of  Alstead  and  neighboring 
towns  to  warrant  the  establishment  of  a  one-night-per-week  course 
in  machinery  repair  work.  Such  a  course,  if  organized,  would  per- 
mit farmers  to  conserve  farm  machinery  and  equipment  by  bringing 
it  into  the  school  shop  for  adjustments  and  repairs. 

Alstead  school  children  are  well  prepared  to  participate  in 
national  defense  by  the  purchase  of  United  States  defense  savings 
bonds.  Substantial  amounts  from  the  balances  on  their  Thrist  Sav- 
ings Accounts  have  been  applied  to  tlie  purchase  of  these  bonds. 

The  Thrift  Savings  System  which  operates  in  the  schools  of 
the  district  in  cooperation  with  the  Walpole  Savings  Bank,  affords 
an  excellent  opportunity  to  instruct  children  in  lessons  of  thrift 
and  to  impress  them  with  the  value  of  regular  and  systematic  sav- 
ing. Tt  is  hoped  that  still  larger  amounts  from  these  established 
funds  will  be  transferred  to  the  purchase  of  Government  Bonds. 

The  new  edition  of  the  Elson-Gray  reading  system  has  been 
adopted  as  the  basal  reading  program  for  the  three  primary  grades. 
These  books  are  in  use  this  year  in  grade  1.  It  is  hoped  that  new 
books  may  be  purchased  each  year  until  all  three  grades  are  equipped 
with  this  modern  program.  The  system  is  complete  with  reading 
readiness  material,  pre-primers,  primers,  graded  readers,  work 
books,  and  supplementary  devices.

The  hot  lunch  program  is  again  heing  supplemented  with  the 
use  of  surplus  commodities. 

The  possibility  of  danger  threatening  the  lives  of  the  civilian 
population  in  the  modern  type  of  warfare  has  placed  a  new  re- 
sponsibility on  the  schools.  Each  teacher  has  been  informed  of  the 
general  principles  governing  the  organization  of  schools  prepara- 
tory to  an  air  raid  attack.  Plans  have  been  outlined  in  each  school 
to  take  care  of  the  pupils  either  in  the  school  building  on  in  the 
immediate  vicinity  of  the  school.  All  plans  providing  for  an  air 
raid  emergency  refuge  follow  the  recommendations  of  the  State 
Defense  Council  and  will  have  the  approval  of  the  superintendent 
and  local  air  raid  warden. 
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Following  the  practice  established  in  previous  years,  a  series 
of  Fall  meetings  was  arranged  for  all  high  and  junior  high  school 
teachers  in  the  supervisory  union.  These  meetings  were  devoted  to 
a  discussion  of  teaching  methods  and  professional  problems. 

A  full  day  institute  for  the  rural  school  teachers  of  this  area 
was  held  at  Westmoreland.  On  November  7,  nineteen  school  super- 
intendents from  the  Central  and  Southwestern  area  of  the  state 
met  at  the  A'ilas  school  at  Alstead  for  an  all  day  conference. 

The  activity  and  music  programs  in  the  schools  followed  the 
usual  pattern.  Of  special  interest  this  year  were  the  presentation 
of  an  operetta,  "The  Ledend  of  the  Snow  Man"  by  the  pupils  in 
grades  1-6  of  the  village  elementary  schools;  the  Stephen  Foster 
Minstrel  Show  by  tlie  pupils  of  grades  5-6 ;  tlie  special  float  in  the 
fair  parade  which  was  decorated  by  the  pupils  in  grades  5-6 ;  the 
Eed  Cross  box  contributions  made  by  the  village  school  pupils ;  and 
the  special  manual  training  work  at  East  Alstead.  Heman  Chase's 
interest  and  instruction  given  in  the  development  of  the  manual 
work  at  East  Alstead,  is  very  much  appreciated. 

VILAS  HIGH  SCHOOL 

The  work  in  English  goes  on  much  as  usual  with  the  composi- 
tion emphasis  on  the  practical  aspects  of  language,  such  as  con- 
versation and  letter  writing.  In  reading  the  trend  is  toward  using 
more  contemporary  material.  The  seniors  are  this  year  enjoying 
the  Eeader's  ]Mgest  and  making  it  the  basis  of  discussion,  composi- 
tion, and  vocabulary  exercises.  French  is  taught  as  an  elective  to 
students  who  need  it  as  an  entrance  requirement  for  admission  to 
post-secondary  schools  and  to  those  who  enjoy  language  study. 
Emphasis  is  on  vocabulary  and  translation  techniques.  In  Constitu- 
tional History  the  state  and  town  governments  are  studied 
thoroughly  along  with  the  federal  constitution.  The  class  attended 
the  town  meeting,  conducted  a  town  meeting  within  the  school,  and 
visited  the  last  session  of  the  legislature. 

Through  the  cooperation  of  Senator  Bragg  our  Senate  made  a 
very  creditable  showing  in  debating  a  bill  in  the  State  Senate. 
Representative  Moore  showed  us  through  the  House  of  Kepresen- 
tatives,  and  later  we  visited  the  State  Prison. 
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An  oratorial  contest  was  promoted  by  the  American  Legion 
based  upon  the  United  State  Constitution.  A  preat  deal  of  practical 
knowledge  was  gained  by  this  contest. 

Due  to  the  war  centering  around  the  ^leditorranean  Sea,  a 
great  deal  of  interest  may  be  derived  through  the  study  of  the  His- 
tory of  Civilization.  So  much  of  our  precious  culture  originated 
within  this  area. 

In  sociology  the  purpose  of  finding  some  ways  for  improving 
social  conditions  is  stressed.  Many  interesting  projects  were  pro- 
moted. The  members  of  the  class  made  a  survey  of  the  towns  of 
Acworth,  Marlow,  and  Alstead  to  determine  facilities  for  accommo- 
dations for  evacuees  from  other  regions  endangered  by  air  raids. 

The  mathematics  course  being  taught  in  the  Junior  High 
School  begins  with  tlie  fundamental  concepts  of  geometry  and 
simple  business  problems;  passing  in  the  eightli  year  to  concrete 
algebra,  geometry,  and  elementary  business  methods. 

Tlie  Senior  High  School  course  consists  of  first  year  algebra, 
geometry  and  advanced  mathematics.  A  great  deal  of  interest  is 
being  shown  and  stress  is  being  placed  upon  the  industrial  and 
defense  problems  as  many  of  the  boys  and  girls  will  undoubtedly 
enter  some  phase  of  these  fields  of  work. 

The  basic  course.  General  Science,  is  planned  and  taught  in 
a  way  that  offers  Junior  High  pupils  the  basic  concepts  of  the 
environment  in  wliicli  we  live  and  how  we  ada])t  ourselves  to  it. 

The  more  advanced  sciences — chemistry  biology,  and  physi- 
ography are  being  offered  this  year  in  the  high  school.  In  the 
mastering  of  the  advanced  sciences,  time  is  devoted  to  tlie  analysis 
and  consideration  of  the  problems  of  industry  and  agriculture.  All 
of  our  work  has  been  amply  supplemented  by  the  sliowing  of  appro- 
priate films,  which  serves  to  build  up  a  dee])er  learning  sense  in 
the  individual  student. 

Since  one  of  the  lines  of  our  national  defense  is  in  the  field 
of  nutrition  and  foods,  special  emphasis  has  been  jjlaced  in  home 
economics  on  wliat  to  eat  and  why. 

The  pupils  have  learned  how  to  correct  faulty  diets  with  the 
hope  that  this  newei  knowledge  of  nutrition  will  be  ap]died  in 
the  home  through  the  home  projects  carried  on  by  the  girls. 
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A])i)reeiati()n  is  extended  to  those  i^irls  who  liuve  eoopernted 
in  giving  time  and  service  in  carrying  on  a  liot  hincli  program  for 
the  sclioo].  We  are  grateful  to  the  Eed  Cross  for  financial  aid.  Its 
contribution  made  it  ijossible  for  free  dislies  to  be  given  in  cases 
where  they  were  needed. 

There  are  2r,  rural  and  town  boys  enrolled  in  the  Department 
of  Agriculture.  These  boys  are  required  to  carry  on  a  farm  project 
at  liome  under  the  supervision  of  the  instructor.  The  projects  are 
financed  by  the  boy  and  he  does  all  the  labor  in  carrying  on  his 
project.  This  enables  the  boys  to  put  into  jn-actice  the  training  they 
receive  in  the  class  room.  Shop  work  is  included  in  the  Agricultural 
De])artnient  and  the  boys  are  given  training  in  woodworking,  forge 
work,  fitting  farm  tools,  rope  work,  electricity,  and  the  o])eration 
and  care  of  farm  machinery. 

Some  of  our  boys  attended  the  Eastern  States  Exposition  this 
3-ear  and  lirought  back  much  valuable  information.  We  are  ])rou(l 
to  state  that  one  of  our  l)oys  took  a  second  place  in  poultry  judging 
at  the  inter-scholastic  judging  contests  held  at  the  University  of 
Xew  Hampshire  last  fall.  A  grou]i  of  boys  went  on  the  Boston 
marketing  tour  where  they  were  given  an  o])portunity  to  see  how 
food  stuffs  are  nuirketed  in  greater  Boston.  A  number  of  boys  at- 
tended the  meetings  of  the  Defense  Course  and  received  valuable 
training  in  Avelding,  hot  metal  work,  cold  metal  work,  soldering 
and  repairing  farm  machinery.  One  of  the  boys  made  an  "electric 
cow"  for  educational  purposes,  which  was  on  exhil)it  at  the  National 
Vocational  Society  Convention  held  in  Boston  last  fall. 

The  Agricultural  Department  wishes  to  express  its  appreciation 
to  the  citizens  of  Alstead  and  community  for  their  wholehearted 
sujiport  and  interest. 

Those  students  who  are  enrolled  in  the  office  practice  course 
have  been  doing  a  large  amount  of  outside  work.  They  have  com- 
pleted work  for  the  superintendent,  the  headmaster,  various  teach- 
ers, the  fair  committees,  various  school  activities,  and  the  cemetery 
organization  of  one  of  the  towns. 

Since  last  January  the  office  practice  students  have  published 
two  issues  of  the  school  paper.  The  literary  department  of  the  De- 
cember issue  was  enlarged  considerably. 

Second  year  shorthand  is  being  given  this  year. 
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Personal  and  business  tv])ewriting-  courses  are  being  continued. 
The  business  typing  students  are  studying  first  year  sliorthand.  and 
they  liave  done  a  little  transcription  work.  Those  students  who  are 
taking  two  typing  periods  a  day  have  helped  some  with  the  school 
paper.  In  the  bookkeeping  course  the  students  learn  how  to  keep 
records.  One  student  is  now  keeping  the  books  for  Vernacular,  and 
some  of  the  others  are  making  plans  to  kee])  records  for  a  school 
project.  This  year  more  business  arithmetic  and  filing  have  been 
given  in  the  junior  business  course. 

During  the  past  year  the  physical  education  program  for  boys 
has  tried  to  show  how  valuable  play  and  games  of  the  right  kind  are 
in  the  young  man's  life.  Good  sportsmanship,  fair  play,  and  indi- 
vidual cooperation  are  the  major  points  stressed  in  all  activities. 
Last  spring  our  program  was  curtailed  to  some  extent  due  to  a 
prevailing  sickness.  We  had  to  postpone  the  sixth  annual  field  day 
for  the  grade  pupils,  but  we  hope  to  have  one  this  spring. 

The  sixth  annual  father  and  son  night  Mas  held  in  March.  ^Ye 
appreciate  the  cooperation  given  to  us  by  fatliers  and  business  men 
of  the  town. 

We  continued  the  touch  football  program  last  fall,  and  many 
interesting  games  were  played,  along  with  contests  in  tennis,  soft- 
ball,  baseball,  and  track.  The  calisthenics  program  is  being  con- 
tinued. Tt  includes  boxing,  ring  work,  parallel  bars,  and  various 
exercises. 

New  goal  posts  for  the  various  activities  have  been  ordered 
and  will  soon  be  erected  on  the  athletic  field. 

Tlie  ski  jump  was  used  to  a  great  extent  last  year  and  has  been 
fixed  to  accommodate  safe  jumping. 

A  physical  examination  has  been  given  to  all  boys  and  girls 
participating  in  our  more  vigorous  activities. 

Emphasis  in  tlie  girls'  physical  education  ]irogram  lias  l)een 
placed  upon  improving  posture  and  developing  good  sportsmanslii]). 
Until  Thanksgiving  tlie  girls  had  their  gym  classes  out-of-dooi-s 
and  enjoyed  soccer,  volley  ball,  and  tennis.  During  participation  in 
these  games  tlie  gr()U])s  bave  been  constantly  mindful  of  posture. 
Some  work  in  folk  dancing  was  also  done. 

Since  Thanksgiving  basketball  has  been  the  favorite  sport. 
Combined    with   exei'cise   drills   this   game   has   occupied    the   gvm 
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cki^ses;.  A  system  for  playing  baski'thall  panics  during  the  girls 
noon  hour  activities  ])eriod  has  1)een  worked  out  wliereby  each  girl 
belongs  to  a  team  for  which  she  can  work. 

Early  in  the  fall  the  girls  of  the  student  liody  elected  an  ath- 
letic council  made  up  of  several  girls  who  will  lead  them  in  the 
various  sports.  This  group  meets  once  a  week  to  discuss  and  pro- 
mote Ihe  ideals  of  good  sportsmansliij)  amoug  the  girls  of  the 
school. 

Last  fall  the  \'!las  girls  enjoyed  a  pUiycUiy  witli  the  girls  of 
Walpole.  They  are  jilanning  to  attend  a  playday  to  be  held  at  Keene 
Teachers  College  in  the  near  future.  Tliey  also  hope  to  sponsor 
some  playdays  at  Vilas  when  they  will  invite  tlie  girls  from  neigh- 
boring high  schools.  Such  activities  all  aim  toward  accomplishing 
our  goal  of  fostering  friendly  relations  between  our  girls  and 
those  of  other  schools  rather  than  encouraging  an  unwholesome 
competitive  spirit. 

We  have  endeavored  to  make  impro\ements  in  our  social  pro- 
grams. One  dav  a  vieek  we  have  a  social  class  during  the  noon 
period.  Our  aim  is  to  develop  student  leadership  and  teach  social 
etiquette  at  this  time.  Last  fall  the  Senior  Class  and  the  Athletic 
Association  promoted  a  semi-formal  dance  which  proved  a  huge 
success. 

Socials  are  lield  at  reasonable  intervals  and  are  promoted 
by  the  various  classes. 

Assembly  programs  are  under  the  supervision  of  the  Senior 
Class,  and  practically  all  students  take  part.  Various  classes  also 
help  in  promoting  good  assembly  programs. 

A  great  deal  of  interest  is  being  shown  in  our  new  hobby 
groups.  The  hobbies  selected  are  costume  jewelry,  cooking  for  l)oys, 
model  aeroplane,  photography,  manual  training  for  girls,  first  aid, 
automobile  driving,  knitting,  rod  and  gun  techniques,  carving, 
and  scrapbooks. 

An  after-scliool  patrol  traffic  system  has  been  developed.  Al- 
though it  is  in  its  infancy,  it  is  very  satisfactory,  but  it  still 
needs  the  cooperation  of  the  town's  people  as  well  as  the  student 
body. 

The  noon  lunches  are  being  patronized  very  well  and  are  pre- 
pared and  served  by  the  home  economics  girls. 
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The  moving  piotnro  films  have  an  important  phice  in  our  cur- 
ricnhim.  Many  are  used  for  chiss  room  work  only,  while  other  films 
are  shown  to  the  entire  student  body,  and  a  general  quiz  is  given 
to  each  student  to  bring  out  the  important  points  of  interest. 

The  cooperation  of  the  Shedd-Porter  Library  trustees  and  li- 
brarian has  been  of  great  value  to  the  students  and  teaching  staff. 

An  efficient  air  raid  drill  system  has  been  organized  and  is 
carried  out  as  frequently  as  the  regular  fire  drills. 

Our  school  band  played  in  Acworth,  Langdon  and  Alstead  on 
Memorial  Day.  A  change  has  been  made  regarding  the  marking 
system  in  effort  and  deportment.  There  are  only  three  marks,  A, 
C.  E.  The  A  signifies  very  good;  C  signifies  fair;  and  E  signifies 
that  the  student's  conduct  or  effort  is  very  poor  within  the  class 
and  about  the  school  in  general,  and  we  hope  the  parents  will  co- 
operate in  solving  some  of  these  E  problems. 

The  true  end  for  wliicli  our  schools  are  sup]iorted  cannot  be 
attained  to  its  fullest  extent  except  by  prompt  and  regular  attend- 
ance. Without  it  a  very  large  share  of  the  possible  Itenefits  are 
lost.  Many  young  people  regret  when  too  late  that  they  did  not 
better  improve  these  privileges,  for  then  tbey  could  have  obtained 
more  desirable  positions,  and  have  avoided  many  embarrassments 
with  which  they  now  meet.  Regrets  are  the  sure  fruit  of  misspent 
time. 

Parents  should  visit  their  schools,  and  encourage  students  by 
their  active  cooperation.  It  is  not  from  a  lack  of  interest  that  the 
names  of  many  parents  do  not  appear  upon  the  list  of  visitors,  but 
because  the  habit  of  looking  in  upon  the  classes  of  their  children 
has  not  been  formed. 

BUILDINGS  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  following  improvements  and   repaii*s  were  made  at  the 
school  buildings  during  the  year: 
Alstead  village  school : 

The  front  steps  were  repaired  and  painted.  The  front  of  the 
building  between  the  doorwaj^s  was  painted.  The  approach  to  the 
front  entrance  platform  was  graded.  A  section  of  ceiling  in  the 
primary  room  was  replastered.  The  swing  standards  were  moved  to 
the  front  playground  area  and  new  swing  ropes  were  installed.  A 
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bulletin  board  was  built  for  the  side  wall  in  the  upper  primary 
room. 

East  Alstead : 

The  exterior  of  the  building  was  painted.  New  steps  were 
built  and  the  entrance  platform  was  repaired.  Book  shelves  were 
made  by  the  pupils.  A  new  sand  box  was  built. 

Vilas  School: 

The  ceilings  in  all  class  rooms,  office,  nurse's  room,  sewing 
room,  kitchen,  teachers'  room,  library  and  science  laboratory  were 
painted.  The  plaster  walls  were  painted  in  the  boys'  locker  room 
and  corridor  leading  to  the  stage.  The  front  of  the  stage  and  cork 
reinforcement  in  the  auditorium  were  varnished.  The  tops  of  all 
the  science  tables  were  refinished  by  painting  and  rubbing. 

The  outside  metal  railings  at  entrances  were  painted  one  coat. 
The  fire  pots  in  both  boilers  were  rebuilt.  The  linoleum  and  tile 
floors  were  cleaned  and  waxed  and  all  wood  floors  were  cleaned, 
varnished,  and  waxed. 

The  following  equipment  was  serviced :  electric  clock  system, 
vacuum  pump,  and  oil  burners.  The  typewriters  were  exchanged.

21  pupils  showed  poor  posture. 

26  pupils  were  underweight. 
1G7  pupils  were  in  need  of  dental  care. 

7  pupils  were  unvaccinated-without  proper  excuse. 

30  pupils  were  recommended  to  have  tliroat  and  nose  examination 
by  a  physician. 

Dental  clinics  were  held  at  Vilas  High  School  November  IStli 
to  December  2nd.,  1941.  and  at  East  Alstead  October  14,  1941  with 
work  done  as  follows :

A  Yery  substantial  improvement  was  made  in  the  tardiness 
record  for  the  school  year.  Tlie  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  attend- 
ance was  caused  by  an  epidemic  of  measles  affecting  the  records  of 
Village  and  Vilas  schools.  The  spread  between  the  total  registration 
and  average  membership  is  due  to  tlie  temporary  enrollment  of 
pupils  from  transient  families. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  individuals  and  groujis  of  Alstead  and  sur- 
rounding districts  who  ha^e  so  generously  given  their  support  to 
the  schools  during  the  year. 

I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  for  excellent  cooperation 
and  support  received  from  the  members  of  the  scliool  board,  teachers 
parents,  pupils,  and  friends.
